This is an increase of 
twenty killed over the year 1908. and 
five over 1907.

prem ier 
will go to Sandringham to officially 
notify the king of the lord’s action 
and tomorrow the king w ill prorogue 
parliament. 
Then will begin the real struggle 
throughout England, thp 
cam paign 
for the general election* w hich w ill 
probably be held early in January. 
If the liberals win the election, th e 
house of lords will be packed w ith 
new peers especially created for th e 
purpose of giving the liberals a m a­ 
jority. 
This will insure the passage 
of the budget in both houses and w ill 
foreshadow legislation transform ing 
the house of lords either in w hole 
or in part, to an elective body. 
It is thought the king w ill agree 
to the creation of such peers as w ill 
fit in with the foregoing program . 
“A black deed has been done,” de­ 
clares the Chronicle, “and a serious 
financial embarrassment m ust ensue. 
The people have been brought face 
to face with a crisis graver than any 
since the revolution of 1868.” 
In the event of 
the referendum 
vote being against the budget, which 
the unionists confidently m aintain 
will be the case, there will be lost 
to the government, a total annual re­ 
venue of $92,000,000 and an addi­ 
tional loss this year of $17,500,000 
which under the budget it was pro­ 
posed to borrow from the sinking 
fun.
